3. In regard to claim 1 , Finkelstein ct al. taken cither individually or in combination with 
other prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious if there is one buyer who is allocated the 
exact amount of collateral that seller wishes to substitute, that buyer is substituted; otherwise, if 
there is one buyer who is allocated a higher amount of the collateral that the seller wishes to 
substitute, and that amount is sufficient for the substitution, that one buyer is substituted; and 
otherwise, buyers have their collateral substituted on the basis of a priority determination.
